Some of it has been fulfilled and 
some has not. Some of it is hav- 
ing its fulfillment now. 


It isa difficuit book to under- 
stand because the writer uses so 
much figurative language. It is 
not easy at every point to know 
just where the figurative stops 
and the literal commences. 


There are three classes of in- 
terpreters of this book. One 
class wants to make it all figura- 
tive and apply it according to 
their knowledge of things. An- 
other class wants to make it 
literal and apply it to a time 
they will never see. A third 
class claims it is both figurative 
and literal and that it is its own 
interpreter as to what is figura- 
tive and what is literal. 


Bible scholars have had such 
different views about it so that 
scarcely any two agree. This 
has been the means to a great 
extent of causing us to remain 
silent on tue subject. I never 
wanted to guess at its meaning 
or put an interpretation upon it 
that would prove false. I have al- 
ways believed it would be made 
plain some day. 


Although I have said but little 
about this wonderful book and 
its meaning, I have not counted 
it of no value and refused to 
give it my attention. On the 
other hand it has claimed much 
of my «attenton and when alone 
with God | have searched for its 
hidden mysteries. 


There is something said of this 
book that is said of no other 
book in the Bible. The writer 
assures the reader of it that he 
will be blest. He also declares 
that they that hear it will be 
blest. Then there is a promise 


of blessing upon those that keep 


the things that are written in it. 
‘*Blessed is he that readeth, and 
they that hear the words of this 
prophecy, and keep those things 
which are written therein.” 
(Rev. 1:8.) 


When I read this I conclude 
there is something good for us in 
the subject before us—The Mark 
of the Beast. This is only one of 
the many themes to consider, 
but little as many may think 
about it this subject is evidently 
worthy of our careful considera- 
tion. 


There are two pictures I wish 
to present the first thing I do. 
If we take a good look at them it 
may help us to understand more 
about the whole subject. These 
pictures are both given in the 
book itself. I do.not need to 
paint them, they are already

These pictures are enough to 
show that we do not want the 
mark of the beast on us, and that 
it is better to suffer death no 
matter how cruel- the torture 
may be than to submit to it. 
Many will receive the mark, and 
go right on buying and selling 
as usual, but there will be a 
great number that will not sub- 
mit to it although they will not 
be permitted to make purchases 
and sales. (Rev. 15:17.) 


As we view the Scriptures on 
this subject we are convinced 
that we must be in close touch 
with the Lord if we escape from 
the power of the beast and keep 
his mark off of us. This has be- 
come a matter of much concern 
among our people. They do not 
intend to yield to the beast, but 
when, and where, and what, are 
terms that they are pondering in 
their minds.

One more of our dear brethren 
has gone to be with Jesus. Dear 
Brother J. W. Buckalew, after a 
long siege of suffering, passed 
away on Jan. 24, 19)8. He was 
born in Trion, Ga., July 28 
1870; age, forty-seven years, six 
months and one day. A wife, 
one son and one daughter and a 
host of friends and brethren and 
sisters in Christ are left to mourn 
the departure of this dear sol- 
dier of the cross. 


Brother Buckalew was con- 
verted in the Baptist Ohurch 
when he was a young man, but 
atterward went back insin. In 
later years he was reclaimed and 
sanctified in L. P. Adams’ meet- 
ing and preached holiness for 


about eight years. When he 
heard about the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, he walked in the 
ight and received this experi- 
ence in the year 1909. After- 
ward he carried the full gospel 
to thousands of people in the 
South. During his illness he 
preached to all who visited him 
as long as he could talk.

The funeral service was con- 
ducted by the writer and the 
body was laid away near the old 
school house where he went to 
school when a boy.

My first acquaintance with 
Brother Buckalew was in Jan. 
1911, at the sixth Annual As- 
sembly, although I knew him 
shghtly before. He was with 
me in a tent meeting at Cocoanut 
Grove, Fla., in February of the 
same year. When we closed tlie 
meeting there Brother Buckalew 
and myself with Efford Haynes 
and, W. R. Hadsock and wife, 
E. H. Oecil, Roy Miller, Marion 
Whidden, Lula Williams after-

Prom, went abourd the steamer | 
February 15, 1911, bound for the| 
Bahama Islands 





On this evangelistic and mis 
sionary trip Brother Buckalew 
was almost my constant com- 
panion. We visited a number 
of Islands where we planted 
‘*Holiness seed’’ and Pentecostal 
truth. We traveled from island 
to island in sailing vessels and 
rowboats. Brother Buckalew | 
was largely the life of the com-| 
pany. 
We visited the following is-| 
lands: New Providence, Far-| 
mer’s Oay, Ragged, Long Island | 
at several places, Little Exuma, | 
Great Exuma and touched some | 
others. The friends on these | 
islands will always remember 
Brother Buckalew. He «did ef- 
fective preaching at many places | 
and whether among friends or 
foes he was always fearless aud 
forcible in giving out his mes- 
sages. 

We left the islands April 27, 
1911, and came back to the 
states. Since that time Brother 
Buckalew was almost constantly 
engaged in evangelistic work 
principal'y in Alabama, Georgia 
and Florida. At one time he se-

him. The testimcnies of many 
doubtless will be heard long 


hence saying, I received the light 
under the teaching and labors of 
Brother Buckalew, 

Brother and Sister Buckalew 
gave themselves to the ministry 
and hence did not accumlate any 
of this world’s geods. During 
his late illness he had to be 
cared for by others. But he had 
many friends who gladly con- 
tributed to his necessities and 
comfort, 

Immediately after his death, 
Sister Buckalew called me over 
the ‘phone and broke the news 
to me and asked me tosend some 
one to preach his funeral. I im- 
mediately called Brother Scott 


at Chattanooga and he consented | - 


to go. I Knew the situation and 
told Brother Scott to hasten to 
Trion and give Brother Bucka- 
lew a decent and respectable 
Christian burial and I would pay 
the bill. 

This was done at a cost of only 
$62.50. I had been sending them 
some help from time to time 
prior to this from a fund insti- 
tuted at the watch-night service. 
I do not ask for any assistance 
in this expense, but this leaves a 
deficiency in the fund of $31.18 
for me to meet personally unless 
Brother Buckalew’s friends wish 
to contribute and make it up. 

For Brother Buckalew IL can 
say, a strong and efficient reviva- 
list has fallen. He will be miss- 
ed by many friends, but most of 
all by his wife, who has been a 
constant companion with him in 
almost all of his labors except 
the trip to the Bahama Islands. 
She has our heari-felt sympathy 
in this time of bereavement, but 
we know she can say, Thy wiil 
be done, and tuil on until her 
work is done.
